mal ceremonies. It was suggested that, 
in view of the circumstances, it would 
be well to take the oath in advance, 
and Qov. Hayes said that he wmld 
designate tho time, which would be to- 
morrow, or possibly the Sabbath, the 
oath to be administered by the Chief 
Justice and in the Senate. 


There was some conversation as to 


the legality oi an oath administered on 
Sunday. It is held that the Constitu- 
tion commences the Presidential term 
from and alter March 4. and therefore 
it is decided that the, 4th of March 
must be the calendar day for the ad- 
ministration of the oath, no matter 
what day it falls upon.
